We have referred to 
scheme pretty well advanced a year ago 
but which fell through by reason of fi- 
nancial complications of one or two in- 
dividuals. Had that scheme succeeded, 
we would have had ere this a compre- 
hensive building for amusements, seeom 
to none in the State. The promoters 
ought to have been equal to th« emer- 
gency this year on that or some such 
plan we propose. It is not too late to 
provide for the winter's entertainments 
in a much more suitable manner than 
that which prevails at present, besides 
keeping the people's money for amuse 
ments in local circulation. 


THE -BuikiM points to the success o: 


Frank Gilder, the pianist, with his two 
bit concerts, as significant of what al 
amusement managers could do if rightlj 
disposed. Yet we see them go ahead in 
the old high-priced way, averaging a 
scaly existence, when they might, by un 
bending and consulting the populai 
purse by giving good entertainments foi 
reasonable money, always have gooc 
houses. Society, so-called, is much to 
blame on this score. Take the case of 
these amateur performances, for. in 
stance. 
They are frequently highei 


priced in proportion than the entertain 
ments given bjt professional people, fo 
on most every occasion they contain 
much that is stale, flat and improfitabl* 
—a bore; yet, out of sympathy or re 
spect for the parties directly concerned 
you must pay your dollar for this sort o 
thing, walk oft' and say nothing, at 
affect to be entertained. We have bee 
inflicted here in Oakland by all sorts c 
lectures, readings and infernal frauds i 
high prices, until we corue to look upo 
Mr. Gilder as a perfect God-send— 
reformer, with' not a thread of shodd 
in his make-up. The churches are 
contemptible species of beggar 
an 


swindler on the same score of kcepii 
up prices for one-horse entertainments. 
Their airs of godliness enables them to 
sort of force the community into patron- 
izing anything they may set out. These 
high-priced seekers otter benefits, do 
not seem to realize that if they have 
friends willing to pay one dollar for cue 
ticket, that they would be quite as likely 
to buy four twenty-five cent tickets and 
take their family or friends, and thus 
relieve the house of its empty benches. 
Gilder's two-bit concert at Brayton Hall 
one week ago to-night, ought to forever 
put to blush every species of amateuer 
fraud in our midst. That single enter- 
tainment showed at once that respecta- 
bility wns as willing to accept a first- 
class performance for twenty-five cents, 
as anybody. If Oakland were provided 
with one suitable building for all sorts 
of entertainments—as dramas, concerts, 
lecturea, readings, balls, etc.—it would 
be safe to say that such a structure would 
pay the proprietors good interest on the 
money, and at popular prices of admis- 
sion, would be a benefaction to the city 
of incalculable extent.

erirucntsthnt cheap entertainments will 
raw crowded houses and put money 


into the manager's pocket. He has giv- 
en a series of concerts providing really 
good music, and always an excellent pro- 
gramme, fixing the price of admission at 
'25 ctints. The performances in real ar- 
tistic merit were as good as the average 
concerts heretofore given when the price 
of admission was fixed at a dollar a head. 


Tho charges for admission to public 


entertainments on this side of the coun- 
try hfuvo for a long time bec-u out of all 
proportion to the tnrifl'for nearly CMTV- 
thing slse.
